1 GREGORY mored the appointment of a select 
committee to inquire how far, and in what way, it may 
be desirable to find increased space for the extension and 
arrangement of the British Museum, and the best megus 
of rendering it available for the protection of science and 
art. Owing to the want of proper accommodation, 
many valuable private collections were lost to the 
nation, and the Museum did not fulfil its purpose of 
educating the national taste. It had now beco 
absolutely neces<ary to inquire if the collections ought 
not to be separated; if so, where they should 
placed hereafter. Ile urged, likewise, that duplicates 
should be transferred to the provinces, as 
the nucleus of collections, and that lectures on subjects 
of science and natural history should be established at 
the Museum. 

Sir G. C. LEWIS considered that, in the present 
wiatofaccomm> tation, it would be more advisable to 
remove sume part of the present collection than to par- 
chase more space in the neighbourhood of the Museum, 
The question, in truth, resolve itself into one of ex- 
pense. As to the duplicates, there were but few in the 
Museum which could strictly be called by that name, 
and those that occurred from time to time were sold. 
As for the lectures, here again occurred the question of 
expense, on which ground it was not ndvisable to take 
any steps at present. Ile admitted, however, the uti ity 
of inquiry, und should offer no objection tothe com- 
mittee. 

Mr. A. TURNER thought that the removal of col- 
lections wou'd involve more expense than purchasing 
of accommodation in the present neighbourhood. The 
removal lone would cost a large eum; besides which, 
many of the articles were un q,, and if damaged could 
never be replaced. He was glal the committee was to 
be appointed, and trusted it would find means to keep 
the Museum in the present site. 

Col. SY KES likewise approved ofthe committee, and 
trusted the present site would be maintained, as the 
most central for the working classes.

could be made without expense, for making the collec- 


tions available for lectures, it would be most advisable 
to establish them. low far this could be done would 
be a proper subj “et for inquiry.

Now, one of the many hardsh'ps which presses very severely, 
and causes more or less anxiety to all curates, is the neces- 
sary outlay for house rent. Under favourable circumstances 
this may not be very serious, yet, in many cases, a double 
difficulty has tod encountered by the curate; first, the 
veuring of a residence, and, second, the paying for it; and 
— be evident that, in cases where there isa difficulty in 
obtaining a suitable residence, this very difficulty enhances 
the rent, and, of course, reduces by so much the available 
resources of the curate for other nece-sary ex pevses, 
A plan soguests itself to me which, if elivorated by some 
persons more conversant with church affuirs, and better able 
to convince by “inflexible logic.” might lewd to the most 
satixfactory results.

Fatat Bowen Exriosiox.—On Friday morning, 
shortly after 6 o'clock, one of the boilers connected 
with the pit belonging to the Summerlee Company, | 
and situated close to the north part of the old town of 
Airdrie, burst with a terrible explosion. The report 
was so loud as to cause these at a great distance who 
were fast asicep to start suddenly from their couches 
in utter bewilderment. The shock to some of those in 
close prox mity to the pit was so tremendous that they 
did not recover from its effects for hours afterwarda. 
The pit has two engines—one used for water and the 
other for winding up the ironstone, the former of which 
is sail to be about 40, and the latter from 20 to 30-horee 
powcr, and having three boilers. The cause of the ex- 
plosion is as pet unknown. At the time that it oecur- 
red the manager, named Ramage, was standing on the 
boiler that exploded, and the engineman, named 
Miller, was close to him, pointing cut rome defects, 


when in a moment the terrible catastrophe 
occurred, ard they were both blown a distance 
of 50 vards, and instantly killed. The  fire- 


man was also blown a distance of 30 yards, 
and shared the same unhappy fate. The bodies were 
found afterwards in different directions, that of Ramage 
to the south, Miller's to the west, and the fireman's to 
che north. A miner Who was in the act of wutting 
sleepers on the pit-head was also blown some distance 
and covered over by the debris, a large and heavy stone 
falling upon him and breaking the poor fellow’s back, 
Another workman was also sitting at the mouth of the 
pit, waitiog the arrival of his neighbour to be lowered 
down the shunk, when the explosion occurred, bat he 
escaped unhurt. Some idea may be formed of the 
terrific force of the explosion from the fact that a great 
piece of the boiler, weighing about 80 owt., ploughed ite 
way down a park, leaving a trench behind it, tearing up 
by the roots a large tree four feet in circumterence, and 
distant about 200 yards, and breaking or cutting 
it in two as if it were awalking stick, Another portion 
of the boiler was buried 18 inches deep in a field 
to the westward, and at a point 140 yards distant from 
the pit. Another large piece was blown over atwo- storey 
house, alighting upon the outer edge of the roof and 
falling into the street, after rebounding against and 
damaging materially a house on the opposite side of the 
street, Another portion fellalso on the roof of a house, 
in which it made a large hole, causing a weighty stone 
to fall on a bed in which were an aged woman and a 
child, but fortunately both of whom remained unhurt. 
Nearly the whale of the houses in Airdrig were shaken 
by the explosion, and the windows of the neighbouring 
houses were shattered to pleces, while the brick stack 
in connection with the pit was hurled into the air, and 
descended like a hailetarm, covering the neighboar- 
ing parks and gardens with bricks, soine of which were 
biown a distance of many hundred yards, and others 
doing considerable damage to several buildings. All 
the machinery has been torn to pieces and com. 
pletely destroyed. The explosion was heard several 
miles of. The deceased men have left widews and 
children to mourn their melancholy end.

AMERICA. 

The Boston Courier of the 2nd mentions the arrest 
of a man named James Johnson, on board the ship 
Brewster, Captain Fessenden, from Calcutta, No- 
vember 30, on a charge of murdering three seamen 
belonging to the British man-of-war Retribution, 
from Caleutta, about five months since. The facts 
in the case, as near as can be ascertained, are as 
follows :— 
Johnson is an Englishman by birth, and states that 
he is 23 years of age, although he appears several years 
older, He belonged to the British army lu India, from 
which he deserted two or three years since. He afterwards 
acted as a bar-tender at a low rum shop in Calcutta, and it 
was here that he,with others, murdered the three seamen. 
The men were killed by being beaten over the head wi.h a 
slung shot aud glass bottles. They were supposed to have 
been murdered for their money. Johnson was supposed 
to be the chief perpetrator of this horrible murder, and 
officers were sent in every direction to ferret him out 
if possible. Heescaped, however, by hiding behind a 
chimney in the house of a friend, where he remained 
three days without anything toeat. At the end of that 
time he left, and smuggled himself on bosrd the ship 
North America, which was to sail immediately for the 
United States. lle bribed the mate by giving him « 
gold watch to allow him to remain. He was detected, 
however, by some of the crew, as a fugitive from justice, 
and sent on shore. Ile then went on board the barque 
Clarissa Currier, which was bound for Boston, and bribed 
the mate by giving himtwo gold rings and a silver 
watch to allow him to stay ; but herehe was discovered 
again while going down the river Hoogly, and to get 
rid of him they sent him on board the ship Brewster, 
which was just leaving for this port. He climbed 
over the bows of that ship, and, when one of the sail- 
ers asked him what he wanted, he said, ‘ For God’s 
suke. save me, if the officers get hold of me I shall 
catch the seven stretchers.’ They concluded to bring 
him over, and did not suspect at the time that he was 
a murderer. The sailors state that during the passage 
he has been seen to start up in his sleep, and ery out, 
' Go away, I did not murder you alone; he helped me 
to do it.“ * My God, there they are!’ See the blood!“ 
and other exclamations of horror, mingled with oaths, 
The poligg are in search of the mate of the Clarissa 
Currier, to whom the prisoner is supposed to have con- 
fessed the crime. The ship arrived here about a week 
since, am! the mate has concealed himself on account 
of a debt for which he has become liable, and for which 
a warrant has been issued against him. The evidence 
is probably strong enough to convict him without the 
testimony of the mate, but the British Consul desires 
to have the evidence berond a doubt before sending him 
to Caloutta. Johnson is of medium size, and has a 
decided'y hard-looking face, especially when looked 
upon asa murderer. He refuses to hold any conversa- 
tion in regard to the crime with which he is charged.” 

A Vicksburg (Mississippi) paper relates another case 
of negro burning as followa :— 

We have just come iato possession of the following 
fucts in relation to the burnihg of a negro man, at Mr. 
W oodtolk's plantation, ou Deer Creek. It seems that the 
negro thus summarily dealt with was a vicious, self- 
willel follow, and, becoming offended at a woman 
(black) on the same plantation, walked up to her as she 
was working in the field, and deliberately plunged his 
knife into her heart. Upon perpetrating this bloody 
deed he fled to the woods, not, however, before giving se- 
veral other negroes to understand that their time would 
come next, and after them two white men living hard by. 
logs were put on his track, and after a chase cf several 
hours he was captured, thouah not without a desperate 
struggle—the pursuers being put to all they kaew 
to take him alive. Having securely bound him, they 
took him back to the plantation to conshler what was 
best to be done in his case, Several highly respectable 
gentlemen were present st the council, who concluded 
the severest punishment possible should be inflicted upon 
the black detperado who had for so trivial-a cause taken 
life, as it might be the means of repressing at once any 
similar ebullition of passion on the part of other des- 
perate negroes in the neighbourhood.

The report of the directors to be submitted to the 
general meeting ‘on the Sith April states that the re- 
ceipts exbjolt a slight increase upon the previous year. 
On the other side of the account, the charge for coal 
shows a diminution ot 10,492 19s, 2d. as compared with 
1858; and the only items which exhibit an increase, 
except a trifling one on coal sacks, are those of “ general 
service and stations, and “ salaries.’ The d per cent. 
appropriated to the repair and renewal account for the 
year has met the expense actually incurred in the re- 
pairs of the shins and mechinery, although several ot 
the vessels employe! in the Iatercolontal service have 
received a thorough overhaul during the year. The 
usual appropriation from profit and loss has been niade 
to the credit of the general reserved tund, to meet the 
juss on the ships sold, together with an addition of 1 
per cent. on the original value of the ships, and the 
balance of the account is in consequence £16,687 78. Ad, 
less than that shown in the account to 30th June last. 
The amount to the debit of the insurance account for the 
loss of the Paramatta is £135,619 Os. Od. to the Siet of De. 
cember last ; there will he some additional charges not 
yet ascertained, but against there will be set off the 
value of some portion of the machinery, furnishings, 
Ke, saved from the wreck. Referring ta the siate-

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CONTINENTAL SOCIETY. 
The annual meeting of this society was held yesterday, 
in the Round-room of the Rotundo. The attendance 


was large.

The proceedings were opened with prayer by the Rev. 
Mr. Ursick after which, 

The Rev. M. Neligan read the report, which entered 
minutely into the operations of the society in the dif- 
ferent countries of Europe. It stated that Italy was no 
longer closed against the Word of God, as it had been 
for centuries, and that, together with the revival of 
nationality, there was also awakening there a desire to 
accept the Gospel. France, too, was a very different 
country from what it was twenty-five years ago, and 
the progress of evangelisation there was considerable, 
taking into account the numerous difficulties and ob- 
stacles with which they had to contend. In Belgium 
the society was still more successful. Twenty-five years 
emo there was hardly a native Protestant to be found 
there; but the Gospel had taken root in that country, 
and they could now boast of having 1,000 communicants 
ia connection with the Evangelical Church, and 
5,000 regular attendants at Divine worship 
The Evangelical Society of France had been 
organised about twenty-seven vears ago, and its labours 
extended to several departments; it was most success. 
in Paris. In Geneva the society commenced its 
op Sgions in 1831. During the last year they had 


sevent\-eight agents there, but there was felt consider 
able di jiculty, arising from the want of sufficient funds 
Repeag d requests had been made to the society for pas 


tors,#vangelists, and teachers, but all of which could 
g be responded to. ‘The Church of Lyons was labour- 
ing with great zeal; it employed seventeen regular 
agents, besides ten or twelve other persons, who gave 
a portion of their time to the work. Great opposition, 
however, was given to them in this quarter, every sort 
of abuse and calumny being heaped upon them. In 
Spain, the work of the society was progressing also, 
The dissemination of tracts in that country had done 
much good, and were leading the people to wish for the 
Word of Goditeelf. The rev. gentleman then read an 
abstract of the accounts of the society, from which it 
appeared that the receipts curing the past year wer 
61.275 Qe. 

The noble Chairman then rose to address the meeting, 
and esid—We are come to the last of the anniversaries 
which have been celebrated in this room, but although 
this is the last, I think | may well say that it is not the 
least, when I consider the extent of territory to which 
it devotes its exertions, and when I also consider the 
fact mentioned in the report, that £1,275 have been col- 
lected in this country alone during the past year for it, 
I cannot but cengratulate you on the increased anxicty 
which has taken place in respect to it. But, then, the 
success of the receipts had arisen from the exertions of 
thoee dear ladies wiio have displayed so much zeal and 
activity in the cause of the society. I have only to say 
to them, persevere in the good work you have uider- 
taken and you cannot fail to achieve your object. It 
isa creat and noble object to be engaged in, and they 
might be cerinin that, in asking God's blessing, they 
would be sure to receive it, having been made the in- 
struments of cuing great good en the part of this 
society. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Laurenson proposed the first resolu- 
tion, that the report be py: inted and circulated, and that 
the meeting desired to thank God for the opening which 
He had made upon the Continent for the spread of the 
Gospel. The rev. gentleman having alluded to the 
necessity for increased exertions in support of the 
(hien which the society had in view, said that when 
the ancient Protestant Church of France was lying, as 
it were, half dead, some thirty yCars ago, the Lord took 
compassion upon her, bound up her wounds like the 
goo Samaritan, and poured out Hia sympathy and 
affection woon her. She was, however, recovering from 
the languishing state in which she had been for so many 
ears, and wis fust attaining the vigour and chergy 
which she ought always to have enjoyed. But, though 
tue report dwelt much upon the operations of the society 
in France, there was, perhaps, no church on the Con- 

ent which possessed more interest for them than 
shat of Gereva, Strange to say, it was a most suffering 
church in all time, but its people had always dis- 
played the sincerest spirit of Christianity and the 
ut most generosity. During the last century thousands 
of people esenped from the tyranny to which they were 
exposed in the South of France, aud sought a home and 
refuge in Geneva. They got both there; and such was 
the generosity of the inhabitants towards them that 
ee of them that were in need received a weekly 
stipend of three franes each for their support; end, what 
1s more, on one oecasion they contracted a loan for 
% purpose of relieving the necessities of those poor 
seople. With regard to the operations of the society, 
% would mention that there was one diffleulty with 
which they were constantly beset—namely, the 
ot of sufficient funds to carry out the work which 
iad been untertaken; and this difficulty was increasing 
every year. Some people thought they were doing wonders 
if they could remain stationary,and not go back. Now, 
he did not hold that opinion. On the contrary, there 
ought to be a marked and steady inerease every year in 
the funds of the society, because its opcrations were 
inereasing every year but he regretted to inform them, 
that the funds were not adequate to the wants of the 
society, and, moreover, that owing to that fact, great 
expense and responsibility were often thrown upon its 
agents, who had to incur liabilities which they were 
badly able to meet. He hoped that when his Christian 
f . nds came to ponder upon this circumstance, they would 
1 disposed to act with more ‘liberality than heretofore, 
cod surely, when they reflected uponjthe nature of the 
work which the society had taken in bands, they would 
perceive the justocss of his appeal. What greater or 
nobler work could the human mind conceive than that 
of spreading the Gospel among the several nations of 
Europe from which it was now excluded? And, besides, 
he would add, that they were under a moral obligation 
to assist the society in its endeavours to have the 
Word of God preached to their fellow-creatures, who, 
were it not for the exertions of this society, would be 
practically shat out from it, as they had been in times 
past. 
meonsieur le Pasteur Frossard was then introduced 
to the meeting. and seconded the resolution. lle said 
that it was not his intention to make a speech, 
nor indeed was he able to do so, for he felt much diffl- 
culty in speaking the English language. He had come 
from, a distant country to return thanks to the society 
for the help which it had given to their Christian en- 
1 rorlse lle came also to return thanks to the Al- 
mighty God, who had put it into their hearts to stretch 
out a helping hand to them; and, besides, he d come 
to tell them what they had been oes "re their oy 
for he was quite sure they would feel an interest in 
knowing that The society had its establishments in 
France, Belgium, Switzerland, Italy, and Spain, and he 
need hardly tell them that he took a deep interest in 
therm all. Bat he came to speak especially of the Cen- 
tral Kvangetiea! Church, and he begged to be allowed 
to say a few words about its principles, ite means of 
action, and its labours, As to its principles, it held the 
t fundamental doctrine, that the pure Gospe! of God 
should be preached to every man—that isto say, the 
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of the tral Society, who had already effected a great 
change in the habits of the people, for the number of 
those regularly attending church had increased largely 
within a few years. The second object of the society 
was to take care of those poor Protestants who were 
scattered through the country, and who had no one to 
look after them. It he had a map of France before him, 
he could point out many places where these nm 
were dispersed; a few dozen or a few hundred here 
and there, and no one could have an idea of the wretched 
lives they spent while remaining in this isolated condition. 
They were without instruction themselves, and with- 
out the means of instructing their children ; often, too, 
without the ordinary comforts of a home. In Provence 
and other parts of France he had met many such 
people, and he rejoiced to be able to say that he had 
been the means of gathering them together, of minis- 
tering to their spiritual wants, and of forming so many 
nucleus for new churches. They should also bear in 
mind, when considering the nature of the society, that 
it was conservative as well as national, and that it was 
aggtessive too—he meant of course that word to be un- 
derstood inits good sense, for it tended to preserve the 
remnants of the church which hed been left. But it 
was necessary that it should be aggressive, and that it 
should go and, in spite of every difficulty, spread the 
Gospel. There was an old proverb which said, Wo 
to the conquered,” but their motto should be, “ Happi- 
ness to the conquered,” for it was to incrcase the hap- 
piness of those to whom they ministered that they 
carrie] on this enterprise. The rev. gentleman next pro- 
ceeded to describe the difficu'ties which they had to con- 
teniwithin France, arising from their political situation, 
and from the want of proper agents, and concluded by 
addressing the meeting in his native language, in which 
he ineuleated the bencfits arising from the society, and 
entreated his} evrers to assist him with their pray crs, 
as well as with their contributions, 

The Rev. J. B Heard praposed the next resolution— 
that the meeting regarded the present providential open- 
ing to the Gospel on the Continent of Europe asa call 
upon all Christians to exert themselves in aiding those 
ergaged in the work of evangelisation there. The rev. 
gentleman said that he heartily approved of the principles 
and mode of operation adopted by the society, and he 
attended that meeting with the more pleasure because 
he had lately seen with his own eyes, and heard with 
his own ears, how the society was carrying on its opera- 
tions. He had lately travelled through Italy, and he 
might mention that he had visited that country on 
several occasions before, and that he was as familiar with 
its language, its literature, and people, as perhaps most 
Englishmen. He remembered rell the impression which 
his visit there, about twelve years ago, made upon him ; 
and had any one then told him that such a resurrection, 
as it were, of an entire nation from the sleep of cen- 
turics as that which had taken place would occur, he 
could not possibly have believed him. Italy had now 
thrown off the shackles of tyranny, and started again 
in the race of civilisation and progress; and he also 
trusted that she would soon cast off the shackles of 
superstition also. The rev. gentleman then proceeded 
to narrate his experience in different parts ot Italy, 
especially in Naples, Rome, and Florence, Ile said 
that the people of Naples did not appear disposed to 
rise in revolution at present, as they were waiting for 
events in Northern Italy, which was considered by the 
Neapolitans as the great centre of intelligence in their 
country, andthe most worthy to take the lead. But 
the common people of Naples were sunk in the lowest 
state of superstition and ignorance, and he did not 
know whether they were capable of being regenefa- 
ted. Ille was persuaded that, if reformation of that 
people was posrib'e at all, it should be effected from 
without. ‘The rev. gentleman next referred to the dis- 
content and religious indifference of the Romans, and 
io toe great suceess of the missionaries in Northera 
Iraly, and conciuded by moving the above resolution. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Eade seconded it, and bricfly addressed 
the mecting. lle urged the propriety of the public 
making themselves beter acquainted with the working of 
the society, by the reading of its reports, which abounded 
in the most interesting information, and also that they 
should not confine their aid to mere sympathy, but come 
forward with Uberal contributions, without which the 
enterprise could not be sustained, 

The Doxology was next sung, after which a collection 
was taken at the doors, 
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THE CORPORATION, 

An adjourned meeting of the Council was held yes- 
terday. Ata little before two o'clock the chair was 
taken by The Lonp Maron. 

The other members present were—Aldermen Roe, 
D. I., J.P.; Moylan, J. P.; Campbell, J.P. ; Mackey, 
J. F.; D’Arey, DI.; Curran, and Reynolds. Coun- 
cillors Martin (Trinity), Chambers, M Cann, Scaliy, 
Piunkett, Martin (Fitzwilliam), French, Draper, Codd, 
Casson, Gen (liobert), M*Swiney, Togart, Vance, 
Joseph, Welch, Redmond, Bousall, M'Vey, Burke, and 
Price. 

Mr. Farquhar read the report of No. 3 Committee, 
regarding the holdings of Colonel White and Captain 
Darley, from which it appeared that a memorial having 
been presented to them at the committee meeting 
held on the 28th January last by those gen- 
tlemen, praying that the Corporation would re- 
duce the rents of their respective holdings at Baldoyle, 
& committee was appointed to consider the memorial, 
and make a report upon the subject. ‘That con mittee, 
"po the 18th 1 cbruary, prcai uted their report, and 
having set forth that they examined the rents, &., 
sated that they were of opinion the rents of Captain 
Duriey should be reduced at the rate of 108. an acre, 
and that the rest of hie lot should be reduced from its 
present rent of £4 17s. 2d. to the sum of £4 4s. the 
Irish acre. In the case of Colonel White, the committe, 
were of opinion, the rent should be reduced, of one farm 
trom £5 5a. Sd., andof the other from £6 . 7d., to the 
uniform rent of £4 4s. for both farms. 

Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward) eaid that, in the absence 
of Alderman Atkinson, he rose to move the adoption of 
the report just read He fully admitted that, if 
they were dealing with the entire ot Baldoyle, he 
would be adverse to the reduction of the rent. He 
thought, where the lands were purchased by a gentle- 
man, he should abide by the rent, and not seek for any 
reduction of them subsequently. (llear.) However, the 
present memorialists’ respective cases had been carefully 
considered, and, from what appeared to be the facts, 
they seemed clearly entitled to the required reduction. 
In the case of Colonel White, which was the most ma- 
ter a reduction sought, it appeared the claim rested upon 
two distinct grounds: first, on the score of valuation 
—the ground on which the reduction had been made 
in other cases; and, secondly, on  acceunt 
of the very large expenditurein the improvement of the 
land. He would undertake to say that if any member 
of the house proceeded with a sub-committee to view the 
lands, he would ace that Col, White had laid out very 
large sums of money upon them, and had made many 
permanent and valuable improvements, He had spent 
upwards of £2,000 upon them, and when the Council 
considered that these lands were not the property of 
Col. White, but of the Corporation, and that he was pos- 
sessed of but ashort terminable fease of them, he (Mr. 
Martin) thought it was matter for much gratitude on 
their part towards their tenant. The claim of Captain 
Darley was equally strong, and the commiitce had re- 
commended a reduction of 10s, per acre on certain land 
ot his, skirting the road, on which were planted a nom. | 


ber of trees. tle (Mr. Martin) believed the Couneil 
would always be glad to have such improving tenants 
upon their lands. (llear, hear.) 

Mr. Tracey seconded the adoption of the report. 

Alderman Reynolds said he intended to oppose the 
adoption of the report. He found that it had been 
adopted on a former occasion, at a meeting of Committee 
No. 3, on the 18th of February, 1860, and he found the 
number who voted on it were eight —Alderman Laurence 
Reynolds, Mr. Martin (Trinity Ward), Mr. Caseon, Mr. 
Tracey, and Mr. M'Swiney were for it; and the Lord 
Mayor, Mr, Tagart, and Mr. Wharton were against it. 
Now, they had to regard that matter as emanating trom 
a body ot five, who, on a division, were in a majority of 
two. He (Alderman Reynolds) was in favour of granting 
a reduction in every ense where the rent was dispro- 
portioned to the value of the lands, but he thought the 
present memorial came with very bad grave from so 
wealthy a man as Colonel White—the late member for 
Clare—praying íor a reduction at the rate of 30 per 
cent.

Majority against the 
amendment, 12. 
Mr. Martin (Trinity) moved an amendment, that the 
report be referred back to committee to request that the 
rents and terms of the lease of the four villa farms held 
by Duffy, Crampton, White, and Daricy, be thoroughly 
considered, and a report laid before the Town Council 
on the subject, with a view to a satisfactory arrange- 
ment of the rents and terms of those farms. 

The amendment was put, and a division taken, which 
resulted in a majority of votes agsinst it.

CHANCERY APPEAL COURT—Yesrerpay. 
(Before the Lord Chancellor and the Lord Justice of Appeal.) 
Fitzgerald v. Langford. 

Thie was an a | from the Incumbered (now Landed) 
Estates Court. t was instituted by Mr. Andrew Nugent 
Comyn, of Ballinderry, county Galway, for the purpose of 
establishing the priority of his judgment, on the estate of 
the late Mr. Francis Fitzgerald, who carried on the business 
of a brewer in the town of Galway. Mr. Mark Lynch, who 
beld a statutable mortgage, which was registered after Mr. 
Comyn's judgment. claimed priority, which the judge below 
allowed, holding that the affidavit of registry which Comyn 
impeached as being defective in deacription was sufficient, 
Against this ruling the present appeal was brought. 

The case was argued on behalf of the applicant by 
Messrs. Brewster, O.., and Serlock, Q.C.; and for the res- 
pondent by Messrs. Blako, C., Sullivan, Q.C., and Morris, 

Their Lordships overruled the decision of the court below, 
and allowed the appeal.

Kennedy v. Nugent.

It appeared that James B. Kennedy was the proprietor of a 
newspaper in Dublin called the ZJelegreph, and he had 
made an agreement with Dr. Catill, previous to 
the departure of the latter for America, to give him a sum 
of five guineas for certain artic ee, in the nature of letters, 
to be published in the petitioner's paper. These writings 
had been constantly re-published in the form of a pamphiet 
by the respondent, who sold them atthe rete of one half- 
penny each. ‘The petitioner stated that the sale wae very ex: 
tensive, and interfered with that of the newspaper. In 
order to put a stop to this pireey, Kennedy bought the copy- 
right of two letters from Dr. Cahill, thes becoming entitled 
to the sole use and pablication of ti em, under the provisions 
of the Sth and Gth Vice. The petitioner had since then pub- 
lished one of these documents on the ith of February, 1660, 
and had placed at ite head a notification thet it was copy- 
right. The respondent, notwithstanding this, re-published 
it, and the object of the present motion was to have a stop 
put to his carrying out this avstem any further. 

The Master of the Rolls granted the injunction,

Justices of the Peace for the county of Tyrone, 

In this case, which stood over from last term, the court 
delivered judgment, 

Phe Chief Justice said that an app ication had been made 
in the case for a writ of certiorari, to remove into court five 
convictions which had been made by the magistrates of 
lyrone. In four of the convictions the Marquis of Aber- 
corn was compleioent; and in the fifth, Mr. Humphrey, 
one of the Mu quie of Abercorn’s agents, was the complain 
ant. The objections which were taken to the convictions 
were threein number. By the first it was charged that the 
Petty Sessions Court was improperly constituted, in conse 
quence of the Messrs. Humphrey, wlio were interested in 
the case, sitting on the beach with the magiatrates, and 
taking part in the proceedings. The second objection 
was, that there was a bona fide question raised by 
Mr. Porter, as to the title to the land which 
was the subject matter of inquiry befure the magistrates, and 
that thereby the jurisdiction was ousted. ‘The next question 
was, whether there was evidence to establish a wilful or 
malicious trespass, or whether the entry on the land by Mr, 
Porter was only an entry with a view to the assertion of a 
right. As to the first objection in 1eference to the constitu- 
tion of the court, which was alleged to be improper and 
egal, by reason of the Messrs. Humphrey occupying a seat 
upon it, there was no doubt, being found in that position, 
presenting an appearance (othe public of conferring with 
the magistrates, and so far participating in the discussion

The other members of the court concurred in the judgment 
of the Lord Chief Justice, : 
In the matter of John Featherstone, an alleged lunatic. 
‘his case stood over from last term for the purpose of 
having a medical return as to the actual state of Mr. Feather- 
stone's mind. It will be remembered that he was arrested 
for treapasa in the demesne of Newtownanner, belonging to 
Mr. Bernal Osborne, M. P., near Clonmel, and was subse- 
quently committed to jail as a dingerous lunatic. An ap- 
plication was made to quash the committal, zut was resisted 
by counsel for Mr. Osborne, and the case was allowed to 
stand till the present term. 

Mr. Brewster, Q C., on behalf of Mr. Osborne, stated that 
four medical gentlemen—two of who.n had been nominated 
on each side—hadl made a unanimous report, stating they 

visited Mr. Featherstone, on the 28rd of February last, 
1. after a minute personal observetion, they agreed in 
„ng that he isa dangerous lunatic, and exhibited the 
most marked delusion; they were further of opinion that it 
would be highly injudicious to set him at liberty, particularly 
as regards Mr. Berne! Usborne. It was periectly obvious 
that, for the interests of society at large, it would be a crime 
to allow the lunatic to go at large. 

Mr. Justice O'Brien—Particularly having regard to the 
fact, that he is in the custody of the Lord Lieutengut. 

Mr. tlerria, QC. on behalf of the father of the alleged 
lunetic, said that, under the circumstances, he did not wish 
to offer any opposition to the application, Ile truste! that, 
at some future oceasion, they might be enabled to apply to 
the Lord Lieutenant to have the unfortunate young man dis- 
charged from cuswody. He did not exactly see what the ob- 
ject ofthe present application was, as he understood it was 
arranged the ca should remain tm arú quo, 

Mr. Justice O'Brien said the order oi the court was, the 
case should stand to the present term, in order to have a 
return as tothe state of Mr. Featherstone’s mind. 

Mr. Harrie said as the other side had not asked costs, he 
would say no more upon the subject. 

Mr. Brewster said he did not appear in the case as a hos- 
tile litigant, but merely appeared on behalf of a gentleman 
who had felt himself and his family aggrieved by the con- 
duet of the lunatic, and, under the circumstances, he did not 
think he ought to ask for costs. 

The Court accordingly refused the application to liberate 
Mr. Featherstone. 

The Queen v. Finnegan. 

This case came before the court on a bill of exceptions to 
the charge of Mr. Baron Greene, in the trial of a quo war- 
ranto which came before him at the last summer assizes for 
Sligo. The quo werranto was filed by leave of the court, 
for the purpose of trying the title of Mr. John Finnegan to 
the office of town councillor for the borough of Sligo. The 
objection to the defendant's title Was, that Mr. Connolly, 
his predecessor in the office, did not resign, and that there- 
fore no vacancy was created, and consequently Mr. Finne- 
gan's election was void.

FATA ACCIVENT TO AN EXPRESS TRAIN 
ON THE GREAT NORTHERN RAILWAY. 
A wrious accident occurred at Hatfleld, yesterday 
mormry to the 10 o’elosk down express train from 
Londo. The official account says that the train, in 
pass! g through the station, broke and displaced some 
of the material of the road, and although the engine and 
three first-class carriages remained on the line, the 
hinter portion of the train diverged, and one of the 
carriages was overturned. Mr. France Pym, of 
Brighton, who was riding in this carriage, was so 
seriously injured that he died shortly after the 
aceWent, Another passenger was hurt, but he was 
able to return home.

Some of the car- 
riages came in contact with the loaded trucks of a coal 
train which was passing, and then mounted the plat- 
form of the Devon station, and after traversing nearly 
the whole length of the platform, and ufter carrying 
away some of the roof, the coupling of the sixth carriage 
broke, and the hinder portion of the train was thrown 
over on the line, the carriages being shattered. The 
foremost part of the train still dashed on at little re- 
duced speed. The wheels and axles of the fifth car- 
riage were carried away, and the body of the carriage 
was hurled on its side, and in that state dragged a dis- 
tance of more than 200 yards. The engine, tender, 
break, and three carriages kept the rail. The distance 
altogether from where the carriages first left the metals 
was 703 yards. The permanent way was ploughed up 
nearly the whole distance, rails were twisted, and the 
wrecks of shattered carriages were strewed over the 
line in all directions.
